Since retiring to the stud, Blue Larkspur has 
sired many outstanding horses, including Myrtlewood, Sky Larking (outstanding 2- 
year-old of 1937 until fatally injured early in the fall), Boxthorn, Blessed Again, Bird 
Flower, Bluebeard, Bloodroot, Bien Joli, Kentucky Blues, *Delphinium, Brooklyn, Patty

Balladier was an outstanding 2-year-old. He defeated Omaha, Today, and others 
in the United States Hotel Stakes, won the Champagne Stakes at Belmont Park (6!2 
furlongs in 1:16%,, new track record, with 124 pounds up), again beating Omaha (117). 
He was second in the Futurity after being jammed at the start and forced back to last 
place. Injuries received in the Futurity ended his racing career. Blue Warbler, dam of 
Balladier, won the Spinaway and Matron Stakes. Balladier is a three-quarter brother 
to Barn Swallow, winner of Tomboy Handicap, Matron Stakes, Kentucky Oaks, and Ala- 
bama Stakes.

We Might Talk It Over 


T the recent testimonial dinner of the Thor- 


oughbred Club of America in his honor Major 


Carleton F. Burke made a suggestion which, con- 
sidering its importance, has aroused so little dis- 
cussion that it may be said to have been ignored. 
“We stand now,” said Major Burke, “in need of 
some form of national cooperation and direction 
in certain phases of the sport, the authority for 
that cooperation and direction to proceed from 
the sport itself.” 

There are probably not many persons intimate- 
ly acquainted with racing who would disagree 
altogether with Major Burke’s opinion on this 
point. On the other hand there are probably not 
many persons who will take his suggestion seri- 
ously. The reasons behind this paradox are not 
far to seek. We have before this tried to bring 
about national cooperation without succeeding in 
doing so. We can see from here that it would 
be a difficult task. And—the most important 
reason of all— we have got along thus far with- 
out national cooperation and presumably we shall 
be able to do so in the future. There is no crisis 
to stimulate us to action. 

Possibly we shall have to wait for a crisis be- 
fore we shall have any sort of national direction 
of racing affairs beyond the discussions and rec- 
ommendations of the National Association of State 
Racing Commissioners and beyond the secretarial 
functions of The Jockey Club. And possibly we 
shall never have a crisis of such a nature that the 
people of the Turf will consider it sufficient cause 
for making any sort of redistribution of the au- 
thority of racing. It took a World Series scandal 
to create a government for baseball, and it is dif- 
ficult to imagine a scandal of such proportions in 
racing. 

Thus the United States is likely to remain for 
some time the only great racing country where 
the sport is so disorganized by local control. 

Admittedly there is very little chance of effect- 
ing an organization which would have enough au- 
thority to change the shape of the sport in this 
country, but THE BLOOD-HORSE suggests, as it has 
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suggested on previous occasions, that the Ameri- 
can Turf ought to have the benefit of an annual 
conference of track executives, officials, and oth- 
ers directly concerned with racing. Even if such 
a body never even got to the stage of passing 
resolutions, but simply provided a means of ex- 
changing ideas and analyzing policies and selling 
equipment, it should prove beneficial to the sport 
by enlarging the perspective of the participants. 
Certainly no man should become less effective in 
handling his own business by comparing his 
methods and his policies with those of other men. 
And the ideas to be exchanged would be those of 
practical business men and practical sportsmen, 
not the vaporings of idealists and magazine edi- 
tors. 

We would like to see the American Turf make 
an attempt at a conference of this sort. It might 
conceivably result eventually in a definite im- 
provement in the standards of American racing. 
*’Twouldn’t do any harm, anyway.

The article below is the last of a series, begun 
in December, 1938, on the racing lives of the 
horses which make up the principal sire lines 
today. The series included 51 horses, will be pub- 
lished in book form in December. 


Beadsman 


ANY years ago it became a custom for 
writers on matters of the Turf to hide, not 
very carefully, behind the name of a horse, and 
the writer of this series, for once, followed tra- 
dition. The name of Beadsman was selected, for 
no better reason than the fact that he sired a 
horse named The Palmer, and because of the use 
of the pseudonym the history of Beadsman is 
made the concluding article of the series. Other- 
wise he would hardly have been included, since 
his importance in modern pedigrees is negligible 
compared with that of the other 50 in the series. 
Yet Beadsman had his day, both on the Eng- 
lish Turf, where he was perhaps the outstanding 
3-year-old of 1858, and in the stud, where his 
career was limited but, for a very short time, 
dazzling. He came of a great line of horses, not 
classic winners particularly, but renowned for 
stamina. Eclipse had a great-grandson named 
Tramp, famous for his ability over a four-mile 
course. Tramp’s great-grandson was Weather- 
bit (1842), which did not race at two and cam- 
paigned only briefly at three and four, winning 
the Welcome Stakes and a sweepstakes at three 
miles and five furlongs, finishing second in the 
Goodwood Cup, Great Metropolitan Stakes, and 
Craven Stakes, in a total of seven starts. He 
began racing for John Gully, but was sold to the 
Duke of Bedford at four, and in 1848 entered the 
stud at a fee of five guineas. 

Weatherbit exercised a considerable influence 
on American pedigrees through his daughter 
*Weatherwitch, grandam of Hindoo and great- 
grandam of the brilliant race mare Firenze, and 
ancestress of many American Stakes winners, 
including Paul Jones (Kentucky Derby), Rush 
(Kentucky Oaks), Chaos (Futurity), Fonso (also 
sire), Boots (Suburban Handicap), and more. 

Weatherbit was bred, in 1854, to the Touch- 
stone mare Mendicant, winner of the Oaks and 
One Thousand Guineas, and the produce, foaled 
in 1855 and bred by Sir Joseph Hawley, was 
Beadsman. Mendicant also has an importance 
in modern pedigrees aside from her best son. 
Through her daughter Vaga she is ancestress of 
Shotover (Two Thousand Guineas and Derby) 
and Frizette, the latter a stakes winner in the 
United States and ancestress of Tourbillon 
(French Derby and sire), *Frizzle (stakes win- 
ner in France and sire), Cillas (French Derby), 
Banshee, Durban, Diademe, and such recent 
American stakes winners as Myrtlewood, Crown- 
ing Glory, Pairbypair, Heather Broom, Tiger, and 
others. Sir Joseph Hawley had purchased her 
for 2,500 guineas after most of her racing was 
done.

Beadsman’s male line, he was not of much ac- 
count at two. He was started only twice, at the 
July meeting at Goodwood. On July 28 he ran 
for the Ham Stakes, with Alfred Day in the sad- 
dle. He finished in a dead heat with a colt by 
The Flying Dutchman for third place, with 
Blanche of Middlebie and Maid of Kent ahead of 
them, each carrying 119 pounds. Two days later 
he ran for a sweepstakes, and was third to Toxo- 
philite (later sire of Musket) and a colt by Bay 
Middleton. 


At three it was a different story. Beadsman 
made his first start at the Newmarket Craven 
meeting on April 8, in a sweepstakes at a mile. 
With 116 pounds, including Jockey J. Wells, he 
won by a neck from Star of the East, with East 
Langton a length away third, and the Bay Middle- 
ton colt a bad fourth. On April 22, still at New- 
market, he won again at a mile, beating a Col- 
lingwood colt by a length and a half, with Stream- 
er a poor third. 


His next race was the Newmarket Stakes, on 
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Sir Joseph Hawley’s | 
BEADSMAN, winner of | 
|\the Derby of 1858, was}

the following day. There were four starters, each 
carrying 119 pounds, and Beadsman raced to a 
dead heat with a horse which was to found a far 
more enduring line. This was *Eclipse, later sold 
to Richard Ten Broeck and brought to America, 
where he sired, among others, Alarm. Alarm in 
turn got Himyar, from whose ashes, as his epi- 
taph points out truthfully, speed springs eternal. 
The Farmer’s Son was a bad third, with Gourd 
fourth. The record of the race is a little puzzling: 
the Racing Calendar states that ‘after the dead 
heat Eclipse walked over and Sir J. Hawley and 
Mr. Howard divided the stakes:” 


On May 19 Beadsman was out for England’s 
greatest 3-year-old race, the Derby at Epsom. 
He was fourth choice, with Toxophilite, *Eclipse, 
and Ethiopian preferred ahead of him. But Beads- 
man, running his best race, won easily by a length 
from Toxophilite, with The Hadji third, *Eclipse 
fourth, and a big field trailing. The purse was 
the only large one Beadsman ever won, for the 
race was worth £5,425, of which the winner, ac- 
cording to the conditions of the race, had to 
“pay 100 sovereigns toward the police and regu- 
lations of the course, and 50 sovereigns to the 
Judge.” On June 17, at Stockbridge, in the sec- 
ond year of the Stockbridge Triennial Stakes 
(1'4m.), Beadsman won easily by two lengths 
a a colt by Phyrrus the First and Star of the

This was his last appearance under silks. He 
had not been nominated for the St. Leger. At 
Newmarket in September his owner received for- 
feit from Lord Ribblesdale, and in October paid 


forfeit twice, to Mr. Ten Broeck on behalf of 
Prioress in one case, on behalf of *Eclipse in the 
other, the latter now also in Mr. Ten Broeck’s 
ownership. He was not trained the next year, 
but was retired for breeding, and Sir Joseph paid 
forfeit for an engagement already made. 

*Eclipse, it may be remarked in passing, won 
the Clearwell Stakes at two and was unplaced in 
the Champagne Stakes. At three, in addition to 
his dead heat with Beadsman, he won the Sale 
Stakes (1!1,m.) at Newmarket and the one-mile 
Ascot Biennial Stakes. He was third in the 
Stockbridge Derby and unplaced in the Epsom 
Derby, St. Leger, and Cambridgeshire. He did 
not race after his 3-year-old season, and in 1859 
was brought to Throggs Neck, New York, along 
with the fine race mare *Barbarity, and from the 
mating of the two came what was called the 
“Barbarous Battalion’’—Ruthless, Relentless, Re- 
morseless, Regardless, and Merciless, all high- 
class racing fillies. Ten years after his importa- 
tion his best known son appeared, in Alarm, 
which as an unbeaten 3-year-old set a new Ameri- 
can record at a mile. Alarm did not race at more 
than 1‘, miles, a distance then considered little 
more than a sprint, but he set the fashion of 
speed and precocity which has been reputed to 
the Domino line ever since. 

But to return to Beadsman. He was thus de- 
scribed, in his own time: ‘“Beadsman stood ex- 
actly 15 hands, three inches high, was rather 
light and leggy, and somewhat wanting in bone. 
His head was large, plain, and lean, with full, 
prominent eyes, and was well set on to an ele- 
gantly-arched neck, so seldom associated with 
the character of a genuine stayer. His shoulders 
were upright, and a trifle loaded, but he had a 
good depth through the heart, and atoned for a 
rather light barrel and ribs by a very muscular 
back, with just a little too much length behind 
the saddle, made still more palpable by his droop- 
ing quarters. His thighs and arms were muscu- 
lar and his legs perfectly clean and sound.”

damns. Not so faint, either; Beadsman had 
straight, loaded shoulders, he was light and leggy. 
he had too little bone, he had drooping quarters, 
he was plain-headed, his back was too long. He 
must have been quite a sorry sight, but not to 
Sir Joseph, who was reputed to have won £80,000 
on Beadsman’s Derby. 

Beadsman was sent to the stud, in 1860, at 
Leybourne Grange, and Sir Joseph bred four of 
his best mares to him, all producing foals the 
following spring. He had five foals in 1862, nine 
in 1863, 10 in 1864. The following year he had 12, 
but he was adjudged to have failed as a sire, and 
in 1866 he had but three foals. In 1867 he had 
only one, and he was sent to Middlethorpe, near 
York, in what proved a vain hope of breeding 
him to northern mares at 10 guineas a season. 

Then, so to speak, the lightning struck. To the 
races in the cherry jacket of Sir Joseph came 
three 2-year-olds by Beadsman, foals of 1865. 
Blue Gown was the first out, and he won the 
Sunning Hill Stakes, Fern Hill Stakes, Clearwell 
Stakes. He finished first in the Champagne 
Stakes but was disqualified. Rosicrucian was 
the second to carry colors; he won a maiden 
plate, the Criterion and Troy Stakes, and was 
beaten only in the Middle Park Plate, when he 
was second to the third of Beadsman’s aces, 
Green Sleeve, which won the Prendergast Stakes 
in his only other start at two. So the three, in 
12 starts, won eight races, including seven stakes, 
had a second, a third, a disqualification, and one 
displacement. Furthermore The Palmer, foaled 
a year earlier and winner of only a maiden plate 
at two, added the Ascot Derby, Royal Stakes, and 
Free Handicap to Beadsman’s score, and was 
second to Hermit in the St. James’ Palace Stakes. 

Beadsman was hurriedly recalled from exile, 
but although he got some good horses later, his 
best were already foaled. In 1868 Green Sleeve 
and Rosicrucian did not win a race in five starts, 
but Blue Gown had a positive march, winning the 
Derby, Ascot Gold Cup, Free Handicap, Fitzwil- 
liam, Royal Stakes and three other races from 11 
starts. The Palmer picked up two plates and the 
Liverpool Autumn Cup, and a new 2-year-old, 
Pero Gomez, came to the races and won the Cri- 
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terion Stakes and Middle Park Plate in two | 
starts. | 

Blue Gown raced at four and five, and though 
his campaign was somewhat less brilliant after 
his 3-year-old season, he won nine more races, 
including Craven Stakes, Trial Stakes, a two- 
mile Her Majesty’s Plate, and other good events. 
He was bought for 5,000 guineas and taken to | 
Austria, but was returned to England in 1876, | 
In 1880 he was sent to the United States, but he 
died during his passage to New York. 

Rosicrucian, winner of only the All-Aged Stakes 
at four (1869), improved at five and six, winning | 
the three-mile Alexandra Plate, Ascot, Prince of | 
Wales’, Craven Stakes, York Cup, and other races. 
Pero Gomez won six good races at three, includ- 
ing the St. Leger, Doncaster Stakes, Ascot Derby, 
and Newmarket Biennial Stakes. He ran for the 
Derby and was second, though Jockey Wells anda | 
great many others present at the running of the 
event always insisted he won it. Though none of 
the others of Beadsman’s get approached the 
stature of these, he got good horses in Bethnal 
Green, Almoner, Chaplet, Dovedale, Astrafiam- | 
mante, Morna, and others. His most successful 
mating was with the mare Madame Eglentine, 
which produced Rosicrucian, The Palmer, and 
Morna. 

Pere Gomez, Rosicrucian, Blue Gown, and The 
Palmer were all placed in stud, and some of them 
did very well in their own time. But with the 
passage of the years the line dwindled and died, 
until it is all but gone. There remain no male- 
line descendants of Pero Gomez, Blue Gown, or 
The Palmer. The line of Rosicrucian still flickers 
faintly in France. Its last representative of much 
merit was Vinicus, foaled in 1900, and winner of 
the Prix Morny, Prix la Rochette, Poule d’Essai, 
Grand Criterium, and Grosser Preis von Baden. 
Vinicus’ son Comtat was sent to the stud, and in 
1938 at least one of his get was still racing, a | 
Thoroughbred-Arabian cross product named Ja- | 
vanais, which won a moderate steeplechase at | 
Groenendael, in Belgium, in that year. Possibly 
a few other remnants of the line exist in France 
or central Europe. 

Beadsman did not long survive his triumphs, 
and only in 1870, when he had 20 foals, did he 
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have crops of any size. On July 5, 1872, he died 
at Leybourne Grange of an intestinal trouble, 
and the esteem in which he was held by his con- 
temporaries is indicated by the closing sentences 
of the obituary published in Bell’s Life of July 
13, 1872: 

“The best of his stock could stay well, carry 
heavy weights, and run away from their oppo- 
nents in TYC races. As before mentioned, there- 
fore, the loss Sir Joseph Hawley sustains by 
Beadsman's death is an immense one, as but a few 
days back the son of Weatherbit was perhaps the 
most valuable stallion in the world.” 


HUNTS RACING 


Essex Fox Hounds 


WO days of racing were held last week by the 

Essex Fox Hounds, over the estate of Evander 
B. Schley, at Far Hills, N. J. On October 25, 
when bad weather held the crowd to a minimum, 
the chief event was the Mount Defiance, over 215 
miles of timber. There were five starters for this 
event, and only one of them finished without 
mishap. *Cornwall II, ridden by Owner D. H. 
Sangster, refused about half-way around the 
course and threw his rider, who remounted only 
to be spilled again two fences later. Reverence, 
also ridden by his owner, Frederic C. Thomas, 
also refused, went over at a second attempt, but 
was well out of the race. Near the finish Golden 
Tower went down, leaving Miltiades and The Fair 
Co-Ed to fight it out. Over the last fence Miltia- 
des bore over on the mare and she unseated her 
rider, F. H. Powers, Jr. Miltiades (by Rath- 
beale—*Honey Girl II, by Honey Bee) went on 
to win alone, and though stewards considered a 
disqualification the result was allowed to stand. 
Reverence, by Heverswood, got in to be second, 
and The Fair Co-Ed, by *Under Fire, was re- 
mounted to finish third. 

The first race, over 114 miles of hurdles, was 
won by J. E. Ryan’s *King John II, by Kings 
Oven—-Jacqueline of Hainault, by Hainault, with 
*Barry Norton, by Glascow, a fair second, *Mel- 
leray Pass, by Mr. Toots, third, and six others 
unplaced. The Fro-Heim, a two-mile brush af- 
fair, went to Groton Stable’s *Guidon II, by 
Grand Guignol—La Padon, by *Prince Palatine. 
Richard L. Riegel’s *The Dook II, by Wavetop, 
was second, with R. V. N. Gambrill’s Tioga, a 
*Pot au Feu gelding which won the event in 1938, 
finishing third. The Fro-Heim was run over the 
new Grand National course, but with two water 
jumps left out. Last race of the day was the 
Bernardsville, a six-furlong flat race, and it was 
won by James Cox Brady’s Bold Stroke, by *Sir 
Greysteel—Silver Clasp, by Sir Martin. Stam- 
pede, also a son of *Sir Greysteel, and owned by 
Mrs. G. H. Eustis, was second, with G. H. Bost- 
wick’s Pompeius, by Pompey, third. 

Featuring the second day was the Fowler Me- 
morial Cup Handicap Steeplechase, a three-mile 
brush race over the Grand National course, for 
a purse of $2,500. The course more or less dupli- 
cates the Foxcatcher course at Fair Hill, Md., 
but includes what is claimed to be the highest 
jump in the world on a regular course, the ob- 
stacle being six feet, four inches high. The going 
was soft, which favored G. H. (Pete) Bostwick’s 
Long Shot (by Chance Play—Queen of the Water, 
by Waterboy), as the gelding has some trouble 
with ringbones. Richard K. Mellon’s Toolbox, by 
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“Sir Greysteel, Thomas Hitchcock's *Rioter, by 
Reflector, and Emile Pfizer’s *Farndale were the 
leaders in the early stages, but *Farndale went 
down over the thirteenth fence, rolling on Jockey 
Sidney Watters, though neither horse nor rider 
was hurt. Toolbox then drew out to lead, but 
Jockey Frank Slate took Long Shot to him going 
to the last fence, and he outjumped the veteran 
Toolbox, came away to win by two lengths. Tool- 
box was an easy second, as *Rioter, though finish- 
ing third, tired toward the end. 

The first race, a hurdle event at 1% miles, was 
won by Mr. Brady’s War Magic, by *Pharamond 
II out of the good producer War Feathers ($50,- 
500 as a yearling), by Mano’ War. *King John 
II was second, *Barry Norton third. It was some- 
thing of a reversal, for War Magic had finished 
unplaced behind them in the first race on the 
first day. The New Jersey Hunt Cup, over four 
miles of timber, saw at least the temporary re- 
tirement of Ewart Johnston’s Seafarin Dan, which 
had won four races from eight previous starts 
this year. He broke down four fences from the 
tinish while in the lead, and Allison Stern’s Lucier, 
by *McGee—tThey Shall Not Pass, by Fayette, 
went on to win alone, as Ixion, the only other 
starter, fell. 

Last race of the day fell to Golden Oak, 5-year- 
old son of The Carpenter—Golden Ina, by Soul- 
oque, the dam being registered only in the H.-B. 
Stud Book. This was a 114-mile flat race, and 
Bold Stroke was second, with *Old Dom, by Prince 
Galahad, third.

Sportsman's Park 


HAT was to have been the last Saturday of 

the 26-day meeting at Sportsman’s Park, 
half-mile Chicago oval, came October 28, but by 
that time the continued good weather had caused 
operators to ask for an extension of four days, 
and on October 27 the Illinois State Racing Com- 
mission consented to the increase. So Sports- 
man’s Park, after 30 days of racing, will close 
November 4. 

The October 28 program was featured by an 
overnight handicap at a mile and 70 yards, and 
was won by C. E. Davison’s Gray Jack, 6-year- 
old son of Jock.

Empire City 


HE week which ends November 4 will see the 
close of the 1939 racing season in New York. 
After a number of poor years, the 1934 season 
in the State began to show signs of revival. 
There has been a general steady increase since, 
and in 1939 New York racing was probably at its 
post-depression peak, in quality, organization, 
purse distribution, and support. But on Novem- 
ber 7 the question of the legalization of pari- 
mutuel betting will go before the electorate, and 
it is rather generally expected that the machines 
will be legalized. Then a racing law will have to 
be written, and it may be good or bad. There is 
no agreement as to the effect of legalized pari- 
mutuel betting in New York. So New York 
tracks must look to 1940 with some inquietude, 
as well as back to 1939 with complacence, 


On October 28 Empire City offered a good pro- 
gram, with two stakes making up the best of it. 
The Ardsley Handicap saw the advancement of 
another 2-year-old to prominence, as Merry 
Knight affirmed the form he had shown at Aque- 
duct. The Scarsdale Handicap, for 3-year-olds 
and up, saw the first stakes victory of a one-time 
$15,000 yearling, Falaise Stable’s War Dog. A 
Class C handicap, for 3-year-olds and up at 5%4 
furlongs, was won by J. W. Brown’s Fairflax, a 
4-year-old Sweep All gelding. The only other 
non-claiming race of the day was for maidens of 
all ages, and Mrs. Vera S. Bragg’s Noroton, a 
4-year-old by *Justice F., beat a field composed 
of 2- and 3-year-olds. 


New Rochelle Handicap 


On opening day of the Empire City meeting, 
October 23, seven older sprinters and Mrs. Parker 
Corning’s 2-year-old Straight Lead (2, 103) con- 
tested the New Rochelle Handicap ($5,000 added, 
all ages, 534 furlongs), this event being the iirst 
this season in which a high class 2-year-9ld 
stepped out of his division. Circle M Ranch’s 
Speed to Spare (118), well suited by the distance, 
broke to the front in the first stride and was an 
easy leader into the stretch. There Straight Lead 
began closing on him, gaining steadily through 
the last furlong, but Speed to Spare lasted, 
though yielding ground, to win by a _ neck. 
Straight Lead was a length in front of Isidor 
Bieber’s Preeminent (112), with Falaise Stable’s 
War Dog (3, 110) fourth. In order followed T.

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Laurel Park, Pimlico 


N October 31 Laurel Park completed its 25- 

day meeting, and racing in Maryland moved, 
next day, to Pimlico. The Laurel Park meeting 
had two stakes on its final Saturday program, 
the rich Selima Stakes for 2-year-old fillies, the 
11,-mile Washington Handicap for older horses. 
The Selima Stakes went to J. O. Keene’s War 
Beauty, by Man o’ War, and the Washington 
Handicap to Brandywine Stable’s Masked Gen- 
eral. An allowance event for 2-year-olds resulted 
in a Maryland victory, when J. W. Y. Martin’s 
Abrasion, by Canter, turned back a field of 10 
other 2-year-olds. 

With the end of the Laurel Park meeting, the 
fall session at Pimlico begins, the Pimlico Spe- 
cial, drawing “Kayak II, Cravat, and Challedon 
into one of the most interesting races of the sea- 
son. Pimlico will hold to its plan, developed 
since the rise of Alfred Vanderbilt to control, of 
having a stakes race each day, and it will draw 
the best horses remaining in training. Late fall 
racing in Maryland is quite dependent on weather 
conditions for its financial success, but otherwise 
every indication is for a good meeting at the 
Baltimore track. 

On November 2 the Battleship Steeplechase 
will be the chief event, and though there was a 
dearth of steeplechasers at Laurel Park the 
Pimlico event has enough entries to augur a 
good race. On Friday, November 4, the Balti- 
more Autumn Handicap, for all ages at six fur- 
longs will be the featured race, and the first 
Saturday will see the running of the last of what 
may be called the 2-year-old classics, the Pimlico 
Futurity, in which 2-year-olds attempt the 
searching distance of 1 1-16 miles. Late fall form 
is not always reliable, but the three placed 
horses in last year’s renewal of the Pimlico Fu- 
turity, Challedon, Third Degree, and Gilded 
Knight, have all distinguished themselves at 
three. There is a good chance that E. R. Brad- 
ley’s Bimelech will start in the Pimlico Futurity, 
as a muddy track caused his withdrawal from 
the New England Futurity October 28. 


War Beauty's Selima Stakes 


From almost the beginning of the season J. O. 
Keene’s War Beauty has been recognized as a 
first-class filly, but until October 28 she was 
never quite able to turn in any very positive 
achievement. She was second, beaten a neck, in 
the Arlington Lassie Stakes, and second, beaten 
a half-length, in the Schuylerville Stakes, and in 
other races came off with nothing better than 
good excuses. But at Laurel Park October 28 
War Beauty (114) finally delivered, winning the 
Selima Stakes ($10,000 added, 2-year-old fillies, 
one mile), richest event of the season for her age 
and sex. 

Handled by Alfred Robertson, War Beauty be- 
gan fast, and from the start was locked in a duel 
with W. H. Lipscomhb’s Tedbriar (114), by *Teddy. 
War Beauty held the lead for a quarter-mile, then 
surrendered it to Tedbriar, which drew clear but 
then began coming back. A quarter-mile from 


the finish Tedbriar led by a half-length, but a 
furlong farther in it was War Beauty by the 
same margin. Then the *Teddy filly came again, 
and War Beauty just managed to hold her by a 
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nose. But it was far from a two-horse race, as 
Christiana Stable’s Miss Ferdinand (122), by 
*Bull Dog, came from behind to close steadily on 
both the leaders, and at the finish was third, 
beaten a nose and a neck. A length farther away 


was Foxcatcher Farms’ Fairy Chant (114), fol- 
lowed by Discerning (114), Dewy Dawn (114), 
Damaged Goods (110), Silver Lady (114), Hand 


Organ (114), Arden Lass (118), and Preceptress

Jeanne 
Bowdre, also bred by Mr. Keene, won at two, 
three, and four, including the Golden Rod Handi- 
cap, and is also dam of the winners Jean Valjean 
(brother to Silver Beauty and winner in three 
seasons, including Independence Handicap and 
sire), Jean Lafitte ($23,685, including Sweitzer, 
Havana, Independence Handicaps and sire), Grand 
Slam (Arlington Futurity, Kentucky Jockey 
Club, Pimlico Nursery Stakes, Prairie State 
Handicap), Crow Nest (10 wins), Epitaph, Dis- 
aster, Mary Keen, and Fantine. She is sister 
to four winners, including Shuffle Along ($52,- 
573, including Lord Shaughnessy Cup, Jennings, 
Brantford, Capital, Montague, Hawthorne In- 
augural, Cedarhurst Handicaps) and Mr. Sponge 
(34 wins and $73,380, including Jerome, Dela- 
ware, Manhattan, Bay Shore, Capital, Fall High- 
weight, Wyandotte, American Legion Handi- 
caps, and Shevlin Stakes). *Black Brocade also

Masked General Wins 


Maryland owners seemed to hold the strongest 
hand in the Washington Handicap ($15,000 
added, 3-year-olds and up, 114, miles) which fea- 
tured Laurel Park’s final Saturday, October 28, 
but victory went to a Kentucky-bred horse, by a 
stallion now standing in Virginia, under the silks 
of a Delaware-owned stable. The Alfred Vander- 
bilt entry of Nedayr (113) and Heelfly (113) was 
a strong favorite at 13 to 10, and Heelfly went 
out to make the pace. Masked General (109), 
running for Donald P. Ross’ Brandywine Stable, 
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stayed close to the leader’s pace, and after six 
furlongs began closing on him. Nedayr, appar- 
ently held in reserve for the first strong move on 
his stablemate, was sent up fast around the turn, 
but Masked General went on to take the lead, 
and under a steady ride by Nick Wall proved able 
to hold Nedayr safe in the drive. He won by two 
lengths, with Nedayr seven lengths in front of 
W. L. Brann’s Challephen (112). Heelfly, tiring 
after being caught, was a half-length farther 
back in fourth place, followed by Rex Flag (111), 
Upstream (10612), and Manie O’Hara (10314),

Narragansett Park 


AIN and mud during the latter part of the 

first week of Narragansett Park’s fall meet- 
ing cut support somewhat, and at the end of the 
first week the betting at the Pawtucket track 
had averaged $258,541 daily. Last season the 
first six days averaged $273,317, but an improve- 
ment in weather conditions may bring the current 
meeting closer to that of last year. 


The New England Futurity also suffered from 
the mud, as the principal attraction, Col. E. R. 
Bradley's Bimelech, was withdrawn. The winner 
of the event was Mrs. Parker Corning’s home- 
bred Straight Lead, by Chance Play, which 
proved much the best, winning easily by four 
lengths. For 2-year-olds not entered for the 
Futurity, or unwilling to attempt it, a $1,100 
overnight sprint was offered, and this went to 
J. R. Macomber’s Side Arm, a Petee-Wrack geld- 
ing bred by his owner. Other events were run 
under claiming conditions. 

Only two other stakes events remain at the 
Rhode Island track, which like other New Eng- 
land ovals has assisted in an expected decline in 
support by dropping distribution somewhat. The 
Worcester Handicap will be contested November 
4, and on the final day the Rhode Island Handi- 
cap will be the feature.

ee of the Churchill Downs fall 
meeting was considered after the 1938 sea- 
son, as it does not get a great deal of support, 
and, since the discontinuance of the Kentucky 
Jockey Club Stakes, does not have much impor- 
tance in the national racing picture. But a 
seven-day meeting was announced for 1939, and 
this opened on Saturday, October 28. 


There will be no stakes at Louisville this fall. 
The best race of the first day was a $1,000 over- 
night race, supported by two non-claiming events 
for the minimum purse of $700. The feature, an 
all-age handicap at six furlongs, was won by 
A. C. Snyder's High One, a 4-year-old by High 
Cloud, which won by a neck from Calumet Farm's 
Beau James. Calumet Farm thus missed a 
double, as *Crossbow II won one of the support- 
ing races, a seven-furlong purse, by an even nar- 
rower margin. The other non-claiming race was 
for 2-year-old maidens, and it went to John 
Marsch’s Displayer, a gelding by Display, with 
Calumet Farm again supplying the runner-up in 
Thats Me. Jockey H. Dupuy, who rode promi- 
rently at Keeneland, had one second from three 
mounts midway through the program, but then 
rode three winners and one second from his last 
four months. He got another triple on the second 
day, October 30. 


The Colonel Sees and Raises 


The newest tyro of racing journalism knows 
that in 1875 a “red” horse named Aristides won 
the first Kentucky Derby. In the light of subse- 
quent developments this has assumed historical 
importance, but it had little at the time, and the 
Kentucky Derby, though affording a good test 
for western 3-year-olds in the spring, had no 
commanding place in the national picture until 
well after the turn of the century. It was worth 
only $2,850 to Aristides’ owner, and the value 
mever reached five figures until 1915, when Re- 
gret earned $11,450 as the winner’s share. There- 
after the value of the race increased rather 
steadily, until in 1922, for the first time, the 
Derby had $50,000 added. With the exception 
of a few vears during the depth of the depression, 
it has remained at that figure, and thanks to the 
fact that the race brings together the 3-year-old 
cracks from al] sections for the first time, and is 
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supported by a powerful publicity organization, 
the years from 1915 forward have seen the Ken- 
tucky Derby become the best known race in the 
United States. 

In recent years attempts have been made to 
displace the Kentucky Derby as the season’s prin- 
cipal 3-year-old event. The Belmont Stakes, at 
11. miles, is a more searching test. The Preak- 
ness also is worth $50,000 added, and its value, 
as well as that of the Classic, has been increased 
by making it an early-closing event, with a re- 
sultant increase in nominating and eligibility 
fees, though the track did not increase the added 
money. In 1939 the Preakness grossed $70,710, 
the Derby $56,350. | 

On October 30, Churchill Downs “saw and 
raised.’ Col. Matt J. Winn announced that $75,000 
wceuld be added to the 1940 Kentucky Derby, and 
assuming the usual number of nominations (about 
100 te 120) and the usual number of starters 
(about 10 or 12), the next renewal will have a 
gross value of nearly $85,000. No announcement 
regaraing second, third, and fourth monies has 
yet been made, but even with a material increase 
in them, the 1940 Derby should be worth from 
$65,000 to $70,000 to the winner, making it again 
the richest 3-year-old race in the world.

Reports at Gulfstream 


AST year Gulfstream Park got racing dates 

only by court order, had to postpone its open- 
ing once because of incomplete construction work, 
and then flickered out after four days of opera- 
tion, leaving purses and some salaries unpaid 
(but the State got its 31. per cent!), and its pro- 
moter, John Horning, with something like $1,- 
000,000 sunk in it. There were charges that the 
other tracks in the Miami district, Tropical Park 
and Hialeah Park, had squeezed the new track 
shut, but investigation revealed fairly definitely 
that the odor which hung over the fiasco arose 
from somewhere inside the Gulfstream Park or- 
ganization. 

Recently two conflicting reports have come 
from Florida concerning the Gulfstream track. 
On October 29 it was reported that the Tropical 
Park management would take it over, and allow 
the present Tropical Park track either to be 
scrapped or to revert to its original status as a 
dog track. On October 30 a representative of Mr. 
Horning said that though many details remained, 
the track would be reopened under Mr. Horning’s 
control, with a meeting beginning in March after 
Hialeah Park closes, and thus conflicting with 
Tropical Park’s second meeting.

Audley Farm Dispersal 


O the list of great dispersal sales which punc- 

tuate the story of the American Turf was 
added last week the sale of bloodstock at B. B. 
Jones’ Audley Farm, Berryville, Va. On the 
morning and afternoon of Friday, October 27, the 
Fasig-lipton Company sold for Mr. Jones 133 
Thoroughbreds for $218,375, average $1,642. The 
sale was held in a tent on the farm, under mild 
weather conditions, and with a crowd of approxi- 
mately a thousand that represented purchasing 
power from all over the United States. (Within 
the space of an hour or so Announcer Brownie 
Leach was asked to call persons in the crowd to 
the telephone to answer long distance calls from 
Winchester, Va., Leesburg, Va., Pittsburgh, 
Toledo, Chicago, and San Francisco. ) 

By far the highest price of the sale was the 
$38,000 paid by Charles W. Williams, agent for 
a hastily formed syndicate, for the young sire 
*Quatre Bras II, brother to *Bull Dog and *Sir 
Gallahad III, representing the most successful 
sire line of recent years in the United States. 
Mr. Williams, master of Stadacona Farm at 
Glyndon, Md., close by Alfred Vanderbilt’s Saga- 
more Farm, was associated in the purchase with 
Walter Chiysler, Jr., who entered the Thorough- 
bred sport by making purchases at Saratoga this 
year, and Labrot and Company, which operates 
Holly Beach Farm, near Annapolis, Md. *Quatre 
Bras II will stand at Stadacona or Holly Beach. 

The second highest price was the $15,000 bid 
by Thomas B. Cromwell, acting for Samuel D. 
Riddle, to obtain Trace Call. The stallion has 
already been transferred to Mr. Riddle’s Far- 
away Farm at Lexington, where he will stand 
with Man o' War, War Admiral, and American 
Flag. Another young stallion, Gallant Mac, 
brother to Gallant Knight, was knocked down at 
$4,100 to Hobson C. McGehee, who will continue 
aS manager at Audley. 

The other stallion offered, *Strolling Player, 
half-brother to Call Boy (sire of Trace Call), was 
the only horse in the sale to go without a bid. 

Prices paid for the Audley broodmares ranged 
up to the $4,600 paid by Labrot and Company for 
Knight’s Nurse, in foal to *Quatre Bras II. The 
highest price for a yearling was the $6,000 paid 
by Christiana Stables for the colt by *Quatre 
Bras II out of Beauty Star, dam of the stakes 
winner Polish Beau. The top weanling, at $4,000, 
was a colt by *Bull Dog out of *Felina II, dam 
of the stakes-winning mare Hilena; he was 
knocked down to Kenneth N. Gilpin. 

The three stallions brought a total of $57,100. 
Fifty-five broodmares brought $67,925, average 
$1,235; 39 weanlings, $42,200, average $1,082; 34 
yearlings, $49,850, average $1,466; two horses in 
training, $1,300.

Notes of the Sales 


Audley Farm probably offered the cleanest 
group of broodmares sold in an auction ring in 
many years. Each of the barren mares was de- 
clared by the examining veterinarian to be sound 
and clean for breeding purposes. There was not 
a single bad eye in the entire consignment, ac- 
cording to the announcements, and the dispersal 
included only two cribbers. Mr. Jones said on 
the eve of the sale that he had excluded from the 
catalogue all mares which had any breeding or 
eye troubles. 

The sale moved along at a rapid pace. Starting 
at 10:35 the morning sale, which buyers agreed 
included the least desirable stock, was finished 
by 11:50 o’clock. Auctioneer Doc Bond experi- 
enced practically no difficulty in obtaining bids 
during either session. The 91 horses sold in the 
afternoon passed through the ring in three hours 
and 15 minutes. 

Audley Farm’s four stallions, although appear- 
ing first in the catalogue, were the last horses to 
be sold. *Quatre Bras II was the first stallion led 
into the ring. Thomas B. Cromwell, of the Crom- 
wel! Bloodstock Agency, promptly opened the 
bidding at $15,000. He was acting for Royce G. 
Martin, of Toledo. The second bid was $20,000, 
and this was followed by one of $25,000. The 
auctioneer asked for $30,000, got a bid for $26,000. 
Bidding moved by raises of $1,000 each until

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$28,000 was reached when Trainer Sammy Smith 
made a raise of $500. Douglas M. Davis, owner of 
High Hope Farm (formerly John S. Barbee’s 
Glen-Helen Stud), Lexington, who was one of the 
early bidders, dropped out temporarily as the 
bidding approached $30,000, but took up again 
and was the contending bidder for the horse. 
He was bidding for himself. Harry W. Lunger, 
representing the Christiana Stables, was among 
the early bidders. 

Charles W. Williams, owner of Stadacona Farm 
at Glyndon, Md., did the bidding for the syndi- 
cate which eventually got *Quatre Bras II. He 
was seated immediately in front of Walter Chrys- 
ler, Jr. Mr. Williams said after the sale that he 
was not forced to bid the limit decided upon by 
the syndicate. The limit, he added, was set at a 
“little more than $40,000.” 

Each member of the syndicate (Mr. Williams, 
Mr. Chrysler, and Labrot and Company) owns a 
one-third interest in *Quatre Bras II, which will 
stand at Stadacona or Holly Beach Farm. His 
fee had not been determined. Mr. Williams said 
that the three interests decided to purchase the 
stailion about 30 minutes prior to the actual sale. 
There was a report at the farm earlier in the 
morning, however, that a syndicate which would 
pay as high as $40,000 for *Quatre Bras IT had 
been formed. 

Members of the Fasig-Tipton Company formed 
a pool and guessed the price that would be paid 
for the stallion. The guesses ranged from $30,000 
to $53,000. E. P. Shields, manager of the firm, 
was the winner with a guess of $37,500. 

The half-brother to the stakes winner Polish 
Beau was the top-priced yearling in the sale. 
This bay son of *Quatre Bras II—Beauty Star, by 
Sweep, went to the Christiana Stables for $6,000, 
after spirited bidding between the purchaser and 
Sammy Smith, Lee O’Donnell for Tall Trees 
Stable, and Clarence Buxton. 

Col. John F. Wall was a frequent bidder. 
His purchases were for James Rolph III, of Red- 
wood City, Calif. Col. E. N. Hardy, head of the 
United States Army Remount, was a good bidder, 
and he made two purchases. 

Audley Girl, a 5-year-old daughter of *Bright 
Knight and Princess Doreen, brought the top 
price of the morning sale. She was sold to Pres- 
ton M. Burch, for the Howe Stable, for $3,100. 
Hugh Fontaine, bidding for Mrs. Dodge Sloane, 
was the contending bidder on Audley Girl, which 
is in foal to *Strolling Player. Walter J. Salmon 
and Colonel Wall also were bidders on this mare. 

After *Strolling Player had been in the ring 
several minutes and no bid had been made, Mr. 
Jones, who was seated on the front row, motioned 
to the auctioneer to pass the stallion out. H. S. 
Finney, field secretary of the Maryland Horse 
Breeders’ Association, said after the sale that 
he bad four commissions to buy, made four bids, 
got nothing. He added that he thought the Aud- 
ley dispersal sale was the “best thing that could 
happen for the Maryland sale.” E. E. Coussell, 
of the British Bloodstock Agency, who attended 
the sale, added, “the Audley Farm sale should be 
very encouraging to American horsemen.” 

There was a general feeling after the dispersal 
that Mr. Jones, well pleased himself, had had an 
excellent sale. Prior to the event, highest esti- 
mates placed the total for the sale at not more 
than $200,000. ~“Some estimates were as low as 
$130,000. The sale grossed $218,375. 


Dr. E. A. Caslick, bidding for A. B. Hancock, 
made one purchase. He bought Wee Shane, an 11- 
year-old bay mare by *Bright Knight—TIrish Las- 
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sie, by Celt, for $2,000. 
several others. 

Gayoso, dam of the stakes winner Character 
and other winners, was sold to T. B. Brown for 
$1,000 after it had been announced that, unless 
she fully recovered from a temperature she had 
had for two days, the purchaser was not obligated 
to take her. One other horse, a weanling, was 
sold under the same condition. At the start of 
the sale Audley Farm announced that any pur- 
chases could be left at the farm without charge 
until December 1. 

Among the few horses kept by Mr. Jones for 
sentimental reasons was the great stakes-winning 
mare Princess Doreen. Discussing her the day 
before the sale Mr. Jones declared, “I would al- 
most as soon sell a member of my family as to 
part with Princess Doreen.” ,

which last fall successfully inaugurated a new 
Eastern Thoroughbred market, next week will 
stage the largest series of sales in the East out- 
side of Saratoga in the last two decades.

*Rioter, a half-sister to Postage Due, and a half- 
brother to the top 2-year-old filly Now What. 
The dam of Hindu Queen, winner of the Alabama 
Stakes, is among the mares offered. For the 
benefit of those who go directly from the races at 
Pimlico to the sale, refreshments will be served 
at the farm before the selling begins. The identity 
of the yearlings to be sold was advertised in mid- 
summer, before any trials were held. 

The second session will be held Tuesday even- 
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ing, November 7, beginning at 8:30 o'clock, at 
the Timonium Fair Grounds. Fifty head will be 
offerea, the largest consignor being Labrot and 
Company, which offers 11 mares, mostly in foal, 
10 weanlings, and two yearlings.

Trace Call at Faraway 


RACE CALL, one of the three stallions sold at 

the Audley Farm dispersal October 27, arrived 
at Samuel D. Riddle’s Faraway Farm Monday of 
this week to join Man o’ War, War Admiral, and 
American Flag which already are standing there. 
Mr. Riddle, who was at the farm, announced 
Trace Call’s fee for the 1940 season would be 
$500 with return. “We are sending our best 
Man o’ War mares to Trace Call,” Mr. Riddle 
said. “That is a good idea of how well pleased 
we are with our purchase.” Pat O'Neill, man- 
ager of A. C. Ernst’s farm, was the first to book 
outside mares to the new stallion at Faraway. 
He made arrangements to send two mares to 
Trace Call, even before the fee had been deter- 
mined. 


Death of Manna 


At the Banstead Manor Stud, Newmarket, Eng- 
land, on October 12, died Manna, winner of the 
Two Thousand Guineas and Derby, and one of 
the principal contributors to the long series of 
successes which have given the male line of 
Phalaris an eminent position in Thoroughbred 
breeding the world over. 

Foaled in 1922, Manna was a bay son of Phal- 
aris and the 15-hand mare Waffles, by Buck- 
wheat out of Lady Mischief, by St. Simon. Manna 
was the second foal of Waffles, which because of 
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her lack of size was never trained. She produced 
also the winners Sandwich (St. Leger, etc.), Par- 
wiz (Gratwicke Stakes, City and Suburban Han- 
dicap, and sire in South America), Bunworry 
(dam of six winners in Italy, including Bernina, 
winner of the Italian One Thousand Guineas, Two 
Thousand Guineas, and Oaks), and the expensive 
and disappointing Tuppence. 


As a yearling Manna was sold by his breeder, 
J. J. Maher, to H. E. (Manna) Morriss for 6,300 
guineas. Raced only at two and three, he proved 
himself a worthy classic winner, earning a total 
of £23,534. Asa stallion he gained further fame, 
geiting Colombo, Miracle, Manitoba, Mannamead, 
Crumpets, Thankerton, Archidamia (leading filly 
in Italy), the good 2-year-old Calory, and other 
good ones. In the United States he is represented 
by the young stallions Sweeping Light and *Man 
O'Nignt. To the end of 1938 his get had won 
£116,000 in Great Britain and Ireland. 


Mayer Leases Kingston 


Neil S. McCarthy, visiting in Lexington October 
30, informed THE BLoop-HoRSE that Louis B. 
Maver had taken over the lease which Daniel B. 
Midkiff held on Kingston Farm. would keep all 
of his breeding stock there for the present. Mr.

Scapegoat 


ANKATO (Dr. J. B. Robertson), English vet- 

erinarian and journalist, is a self-appointed 
Horatius-at-the-Bridge who has made it his life 
mission to see that American Thoroughbreds 
shall not pass into the hallowed pages of Eng- 
land’s General Stud Book. He rises on every 
occasion, and frequently without occasion of any 
sort, to point out that, if an American-bred horse 
succeeds at something, it is because of the Eng- 
lish strains in his pedigree, and if he fails, it is 
because of the contaminating American crosses 
in the twelfth generation or thereabouts. For 
years he has been pouring all his Mankatommy- 
rot into the ears of his countrymen, so that now 
he has them pretty well convinced that a cross of 
Timoleon is roughly equivalent to a dose of 
cyanide. 

The serpentine logic and crabapple sweetness 
of Mankato find a peculiarly complete expression 
in the following notes from his article in the 
Sporting Chronicle of October 7: 


The pedigree of Foxhall bristled with American 
strains on both sides, and without question some of 
these American strains had a very lowly origin, but in 
the male line he was a descendant of King Tom and 
Harkaway. Then in the centre of his pedigree he was 
inbred to Glencoe, the hardy Tranby, and Margrave. 

Lexington, too, carried a good English strain in 
Sarpedon. A _ fortuitous combination of genes from 


these ancestors served Foxhall well as a racehorse. 

But the combination was replaced more or less in his 
reproductive cells by the lowly American units, and in 
the result he was one of the worst getters of racehorses, 
relative to his racing performances, that ever was ad- 
vertised in the Racing Calendar. 

If the average American breeder will read the 
above lines over carefully, punctuate them men- 
tally with exclamation points, bring his blood to a 
boil, and Jet simmer for three days, he will recog- 
nize the genius of this man to whom Dr. Goebbels 
ought to have gone to school. As an earth-bound 
soul with no means of acquiring information ex- 
cept through the five senses I shall not question 
the mystic insight by which Dr. Robertson is able 
to divine which genes made Foxhall successful 
on the race course and which genes made him un- 
successful in the stud. I quote him here only that 
American readers may join in marveling at his 
genius. Of course, he’s been going on like this 
for years, but age has not withered, nor custom 
staled, his infinite monotony. 


Congreve 


HE sire of *Kayak II, Congreve, is writing 
a success story which ranks with the best. 

Congreve, foaled in Argentina in 1924, was one 
of the first crop of foals got by Copyright, an 
English-bred son of the American-bred Tracery, 
son of the English-bred *Rock Sand. In three 
years of racing he won 329,570 pesos, proved him- 
self one of the best race horses of his time. 

Beginning with the first full year his get raced, 
Copyright has always been among the leading 20 
sires in Argentina, and he was twice at the head 
of the iist. Congreve has outdone his sire. In 
1935, the first full year his get raced, he was 
second on the sire list; in 1936 he was third; and 
in 1937 he was first. In his first three crops he 
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got three outstanding horses, Ix, Medicis, and 
Quemaita, and in the fourth crop was *Kayak II, 

Last week I received—a bit late, because the 
South American mail comes this way at a leisure- 
ly pace—the results of Argentina’s equivalents 
of the One Thousand Guineas and Two Thousand 
Guineas, respectively the Polla de Potrancas and 
Polla de Potrillos. These classics were run at 
Palermo July 30 and August 6. Both were won 
by the get of Congreve. As a matter of fact, on 
the day the Polla de Potrillos was decided, four 
of the eight races were won by the get of Con- 
greve and another by a son of Copyright. 

The Polla de Potrancas went to Heil, a filly by 
Congreve out of Hillah, a French-bred mare by 
Sardanapale out of Orietta, by Le Sagittaire, next 
dam Dainty, by Galopin. (Heil, incidentally, hasa 
half-brother named Hitler.) The equivalent race 
for colts was won by Embrujo, a son of Congreve 
out of Encore, by Your Majesty (by Persimmon) 
out of Efilet, by Let Fly (White Eagle—Gondo- 
lette) out of Efigie, by Druid. As far as sire and 
maternal grandsire are concerned, the breeding 
here is the same as that of *Kayak II. 


Greenock in Texas 


N 1935 R. B. George, owner of Glad Acres Farm 

near Dallas, Texas, bought from Jack Howard 
the good young sire Greenock, son of The Porter, 
and moved him to Texas. The first results of 
that purchase are an interesting note on what 
Texas breeders can do with Thoroughbreds. 

Greenock’s first five crops of foals were born 
in Kentucky. In the first crop were 11 foals, 
nine winners; in the second, 24 foals, 19 winners; 
in the third, 24 foals, 21 winners; in the fourth, 
10 foals, eight winners. In the fifth crop, now 
3-year-olds, were 18 foals; they have been the 
least effective as racers, only four of them win- 
ning at two, and only three more winning this 
year. 

The first Texas crop compares better than 
favorably with the excellent showing of the Ken- 
tucky-bred get of Greenock. Of the 10 registered 
2-year-olds of 1939, seven have already won 
races, two of the others have placed, and the 
tenth has raced unplaced. Further, the crop in- 
cludes the first two stakes winners Greenock has 
sired, Sir Greenock and Exarch, bred respectively 
by Mr. George and W. C. Stroube. 


Toubo—and 20 Per Cent 


AST week I had a few notes on the perform- 

ances and breeding of the horses entered for 
Washington Park’s American Derby and Futurity 
by the Aga Khan and his son Prince Aly Khan. 
T did not at that time have before me the notes on 
Toubo, one of the yearlings entered for the Fu- 
turity. Toubo is the colt which topped this year's 
yearling sales at Deauville, France, going t0 
Prince Aly Khan for 445,000 francs. He is 4 
dark bay by the dead Vatout (sire of Bois Rous- 
sel, William of Valence, and other good ones) out 
of Boxeuse, a winner by *Teddy out of Spicebox, 
by Spion Kop. 

E. E. Coussell, of the British Bloodstock Aget- 
cy, has called it to our attention that, since the 
Aga Khan and his son are not American citizens, 
they can import their horses to the United States 
only by paying a 20 per cent duty. Which indi- 
cates, perhaps, that they are simply laying the 
foundation to offer these horses for sale to Amer- 
ican buyers. 
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GENERAL ITEMS 


Cardell and Aperire, which broke down at 
Laurel Park last week, have been destroyed. 

Pimlico stakes which closed October 3 attract- 
ed a record number of nominations, the track 
has announced. 

Louis C. Gerry, administrator of racing in 
Rhode Island, has ruled that horses equipped 
with tubes will not be permitted to start in that 
State. 

The sale of Tranquillity Farm stock, originally 
scheduled at the Timonium Fair Grounds, will be 
held at Pimlico instead, on the morning of No- 
vember 9. 

Legume, owned by Breckinridge Long, of 
Washington, D. C., has been shipped to Adolphe 
Pons’ County Life Farm, Belair, Md., where he 
will make the 1940 season. 

Louanna, daughter of Luke McLuke, in foal to 
Old Forester, recently broke an ankle and had to 
be destroyed at Norris Royden’s Middlebrook 
Farm in Woodford County, Kentucky. 

Burnett Robinson, son of Mrs. Silas B. Mason 
and manager of Duntreath Farm, was married 
October 28 to Miss Lois Don Clancy, of Louis- 
ville, daughter of Mr. and Mrs. John M. Clancy. 

Because he prevented his mount, Crack Favor, 
from running his best race at Laurel Park Oc- 
tober 12, Jockey C. F. Simpson had his license 
revoked by the Maryland Racing Commission 
October 26. 

Apprentice Kenneth Taylor, 17-year-old from 
Sonora, Calif., had his first winner at Bay Mead- 
ows on October 24, taking the second race with 
Victorian Star, owned by his contract employer, 
Mrs. James F. Waters. 

The 24-day Hawthorne meeting which ended 
September 30 had a betting total of $5,504,686, a 
daily average of $233,112. This represented a 
slight drop from the 1938 figures, when betting 
for a 30-day meeting averaged $245,795. 

At Empire City October 27 stewards ordered 
that all horses owned or trained by Joseph Pepp 
should be refused. The ruling was issued because 
Nijinsky had been sent to the paddock in an un- 
satisfactory condition, having been beaten with 
a chain. 

Max Hirsch saddled Roman Flag to win the 
Breeders’ Futurity at Keeneland October 14, two 
weeks later won the New England Futurity with 
Straight Lead. Roman Flag was not returned to 
New York after winning the Breeders’ Futurity, 
as reported last week, but was sent to Hartland 
— Versailles, Ky., to be unwound and win- 
ered.

Town Plate 


Last week THE BLOOD-HORSE reported that the 
Newmarket Town Plate, instituted in 1666 by 
Charles II, for men and women riders, “to be rid 
for yearly, the second Thursday in October, for 
ever,” had missed after 273 years. But it didn’t 
miss. Later exchanges reveal that the race not 
only was run, but had an even more colorful re- 
newal than usual. A duke’s sister, a jockey’s 


Sister, the daughters of four trainers, and one 
man rode in the race, and the One man finished 
last. The winning horse was the French-bred 
Cesarewitch winner Contrevent, ridden by Miss 
Vera Bullock, daughter of a well known trainer. 

Soldiers from training centers constituted a 
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large proportion of the record crowd that saw 
the race, and as the lone male rider trailed the 
field to the finish line he was on the receiving 
end of what the English papers referred to as 
“good-humoured banter.”

Death of Robert S. Sievier 


Robert Standish Sievier, actor, policeman, pub- 
lisher, race horse owner, layer and player, died 
recently at his home in England, at the end of 79 
up-and-doing years. He was one of the most 
spectacular gamblers of the English Turf. 

Bob Sievier first gained prominence among 
English owners in 1900, when he ran a few hun- 
dred pounds into something like £140,000 by back- 
ing the winners of a few leading stakes races, 
and promptly spent £10,000 in purchasing a year- 
ling filly by Persimmon out of *Ormonde’s sister 
Ornament. The filly, as Sceptre, became one of 
the greatest mares ever to race in England.

Johnstown Back at Claiborne 


Foaled at A. B. Hancock’s Claiborne Stud on 
May 22, 1936, Belair Stud’s Johnstown returned 
to his birthplace October 28, to enter the stud 
there in 1940. He joins two other Kentucky 
Derby winners which carried, as he did, the red 
dots of Belair Stud, Gallant Fox and Omaha. In 
his two seasons he started 21 times, won 14 races 
and $169,315. His stud fee has not been an- 
nounced.
